Burning of Straw 


Piles Prohibited 


A bill has been passed through the 


'monton on Monday of last week at] legislature which makes it an offence 


to burn strawstacks in certain parts 
of the province where there is dan- 
ger of feed shortage. 

The bill is a private one introduced 
by W. C. Smith, of Empress, and pro- 
vides that no person shall within the 
prescribed area allow any stack of 
straw to be destroyed until after the 
fourth year afiter threshing, unless 
authorization has been obtained by 
the field crops It 
provides a penalty of not less than 
$20.00 or more than $50.00 for each 
offence, or in default of payment to 
imprisonment for a period not ex- 
ceeding 60 days. 

Speaking in support of the mea- 
sure, Gordon Forster (Handhills) 
stated that four years was not long 
enough to compel straw stacks to be 
kept. He had known straw seven 
years old being bought and used for 
feed.

A remarkable demonstration of 
the fact thait the human brain is, in 
effect, an electric battery containing 

a multitude of cells, which give off 
electrical discharges in varying fre- 
quency when the brain is at work, 
was made the other day at the Ford 
hospital in Detroit.

If the fe- 
ver gets too high, however, the pa- 
tient usually dies, because of the ef- 
fect of the nigh temperature upon 
vital organs that are not infected. 

How to induce a fever high e- 
nough to kill off the germs of infec- 
tion, and still not endanger the pa- 
tient’s life, is a problem with which 
medical experimenters have been 
wrestling for several yéars.

In your last radio address you say | 
that such a plan “could only be fully 
enacted by a sovereign state having 
complete control over finance and of 
major financial institutions.” And 
your examination of the B.N.A. Act! 
leads you to conclude that a Pro- 
vincial Legisiature is nothing but a 


glorified county council, without 
power to make any wide reforms in 
our financial or economic system. 


That is not my interpretation of the 
the general trend of the Privy 
Council cases, as embodied in the 
four propositions laid down in At- 
torney General of Canada vs. At- 
torney General for British Columbia 
1930, A.C., 118. And I would remind 
you that Mr. Justice Riddell in the 
Florence Mining Co. case held, that 
within its own sphere a Provincial 
Legislature was completely sover- 


i vents. 


igtoy? Is it not the sole reason for 
our. present financial impasse? For 
when a man cannot pay his obliga- 
tions as they fall due without fresh 
borrowing, he is insolvent. And by 
the same canon, so is the Govern- 
ment. 

Bit under the principles of Social 
Credit a Government is in a very 
different position, , It will begin to 
pay cif the public debt. Unlike a 
min, it is under no necessity to bal- 
ance its budget, contrary to orthodox 
economic teaching. A man with a 
fixed income, of say $1000 a year, 
cannot spend more than that sum 
without going into debt. But the in- 
come of a Government with the pub- 
lic credit behind it, is not so limited. 
It can draw on that credit up to the 
limit of the capacity cf its citizens to 
produce real wealth. And I venture 
to affirm thcit only under the. prin- 
ciples of Social Credit will the debt 
of Alberta ever be payable. 


It may be quite ‘true that it would 
be much better if Social Credit were 
to be adopted for Canada as a whole. 
But there is no present prospect of 
that happening, perhaps not for ten 
years. And we cannot wait so long, 
if Major Douglas dis right, that un- 
less there is a radical change in our 
present monetary policy, we face 
chaos or revolution within five years. 
His predictions have an uncanny way 
of coming {true. His prediction at 
Ottawa in 1923, of the present col- 
lapse, was absolutely justified by e- 
Therefore we must act now. 
And we are confident that if Alberta 
adopts Social Credit, as she can, her 
example will rapidly be followed by 
British Columbia and Saskatchewan, 
and then it will not ‘take long for 
the rest of Canada to follow suit. 

Your detailed criticisms of the pro- 
posed plan seem ito me to be prema- 
ture for though there has been a 
general sketchwork the plan itself h. 
its details has still to be evolved. 
That will be done when the proper 
time comes. Plans may shift and 
change according to circumstances 
the fundamental principles abide. 
And. the main question just now is 

dhave we tthe power to do this in 
Alberta? I say tthat we have, and 
we mean to put it to the test. 

May I in conclusion reverse’ the 
position. The problem for solution 
is, why should people be in need, 
why should a million in Canada be 
on relief, when we have an abund- 
ance of production such as has never 
been known in any previous age?

eign. “The Legislature within its 
jurisdiction, can do anything that is 
not naturally impossible and is re- 
strained by no rules human or di- 
vine.” The sole question therefore 
is, has Alberta jurisdiction? 


The words of the B.N.A. Act are 
carefully restricted. Canada has the 
sole jurisdiction over currency and 
coinage, banking, the issue of paper 
money and legal tender. Credit is 
none of these. Canada has also 
power to borrow money on the pub- 
lic credit, that is the credit of Cana- 
da. The Provinces have power to 
borrow money on the sole credit of 
the Province. Therefore Alberta has 
exclusive jurisdiction over its own 
credit. 

Hitherto Canada 
banks to monetise her credit, to 
their immense profit. Sir Thomas 
White is on record as having said 
that “during the war Canada sur- 
prised not only herself butt the world 
when her people subscribed for war 
bonds twice aS much money as there 
was in Canada, and then we had am- 
ple money lefit to carry on a grow- 
ing business.” We know how that 
was done. Obviously the banks could 
not lend more money ‘than there was 
in the country. But they monetised 
the public credit and lent it ito the 
Government on bonds, most of which 
we now pay ruinous interest. The 
Minister of Finance stated the other 
day in the House of Commons that 
the sum which Canada thus borrow- 
ed for war purposes was $1,447,138,- 
558. And you can point to no sta- 
tute which conferred that sovereign 
banks; for it is an 
indirect exercise of the taxing power.

“THE CROWN” 


The Crown is ofitten described as 
the symbol which unites the com- 
plex political system known as the 
British Empire. In a technical sense 
that is true. All the activities of 
government throughout the Empire 
are conducted on behalf of the 
Crown. Policy, legislation, adminis- 
tration, justice—all are shaped anu 
exercised in itg name. Assent is still 
given to ithe laws passed by Parlia- 
ment under ‘the ancient Norman 
formula of ‘‘Le Roy le veult.” Where- 
as in the Uniited States a prosecution 
is launched under tthe style of “The 
People versus Smith,” in the British 
Empire it is ‘Rex versus Smith.” 
The Crown is the symbol of all the 
functions of government. 

But the Crown and the Sovereign 
are not quite the same thing. The 
Crown is a constitutional formula; 
the Sovereign is a living power. He 
is the Head of the nation and of the 
Empire in a way which no individu- 
al representing a party or a pass- 
ing majority could ever achieve; and 
in his person he embodies a range of 
sentiment, of tradition, of corporate 
emotion and thought, imponderable 
but immense, which only receives 
expression in times of grealt emotion 
and anxiety. 

Family feelimg is normally shy and 
inarticulate; and the sense of unity 
which we express in loyalty to our 
Sovereign is very much the same. It 
was therefore natural that the whole 
Empire should respon instinctively 
to tthe note struck by the King in his 
broadcast message on Christmas 
Day. “I would like to think,” His 
Majesty ithen said, ‘that you who are 
listening to me now, in whatever 
part of tthe world you may be, and 
all the peoples of this Realm and 
Empire, are bound to me and to one 
another by the spirit of one great 
family.” We are indeed so bound. It 
is to the King, as to the Head, in his 
own words, of “this great and wide- 
spcead family, sharing its life and 
sustained by its affections,’ that our 
devotion will be paid wholeheartedly 
at the Jubilee Celebrations this year. 

In this sense the Crown has grown 
steadily in during the 
last fifty years. In the third quar- 
ter of ithe nineteenth century its po- 
sition was by no means so strong. 
Queen Victoria, after the loss of her

How- 
ever, an enterprising entomologist 
has found a way out of the difficul- 
ty. Taking a hint from the methods 
of entomalogists in dealing with in- 
sect pests on garden plarits, it was 
discovered that nicotine sulphate, 
the most widely used insecticide 
provided an effective measure for 
keeping dogs and cats at bay. The 
odor of nicotine is very repulsive to 
dogs and cats, and as their sense of 
smell is much keener than that of 
human beings it is possible to use 
tthe compound’ so diluted so 
flowers, shrubs, buildings, walls, or 


walks are not damaged, but cats 
and dogs will avoid the sprayed 
areas. The spray evaporates in time 


| two weeks, and after heavy rains. A 
weak solution should be used, such 
as a tablespoon of nicotine sulphate 
to five gallons of water. The solu- 
‘tion is also a good insecticide. Nico- 
tine sulphate is sold in seed and feed 
stores.

BEWARE OF THE CLOTHES 
MOTH 


The damage caused by the clothes 
| moths in Canada every year is ex- 
‘tensive and the prevention of that 
damage requires the exercise ot 
care, forethought, and _ vigilance, 
states the Dominion Entomologist, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture. Articles of clothing and other 
materials subject to attack should 
not be left undisturbed for long peri- 
cds, particularly during the summer 
months, in such places as cupboards, 
attics, and trunks unless adequate 
precautions have been taken ta pro- 
tect them. The articles after being 
thoroughly brushed, preferably — in 
strong sunlight, should be placed in 
well made ltrunks or chests with 
tightly fitting lids, or enclosed in cot- 
ton or paper bags, or in cardboard 


boxes sealed with paper strip. 
Wrapping clothing in two thick- 
nesses of strong wrapping paper, 


taking care that the edges are turn- 
ed down so that no moths can gain 
entrance, is also recammended as an 
alternative measure.
